HAFFORD, Sask, June 21.— 
After an inquest at which the quick 
solution of last Monday's murder 
at Redberry was revealed by wit- 
nesses, Steve Bohun, 
native of the Krydor district, was 
arraigned here Tuesday morning 
on a charge of murdering Peter 
Pommeruel, middle-aged Redberry 
postmaster and merchant. 

Bringing a verdict at 1:15 o'clock 
in the morning after a hearing of 


five hours, the jury empanelled by | 


Coroner Garrioch of North Battle- 
ford, found that Pommeruel had 
been killed by a bullet wilfully 
fired at him, and mentioned the 
Krydor boy as having a possible 
connection with the case. 


In spite of the late hour, a dense | 


crowd filled the court room and 
spread into the street and waited 
for the verdict of the jury. 

Accused of having shot the post- 
master down behind his counter 
last Monday afternoon with a bor- 
rowed rifle and to have taken a 
wallet containing $135 from the 
body, young Bohun sat impassive | 
at the inquest.

LONDON, June 21—Taking fur-

Canada-United Kingdom Trade

[SOVIET GOV'T, 
SUBMITS DRAFT | 
TO CONFERENCE 


‘Convention Alm Aimed at Bri- 
tish Embargo on Rus- | 


sian Exports 


| LONDON, June 21—Soviet Rus- 
| sia today submitted to the world 
| economic conference a draft con- 
vention of “economic non-agression” 
aimed at the British embargo on 
Russian exports which followed the 
espionage ttials and imprisonment 
| of British engineers in Moscow. 
| The draft provides “the contract- 
ing parties will abstain in their mu- 
| tual relations from all forms of dis- 
| crimination.” 
| It adds: “In accordance with this, 
| the parties will consider as incon- 
| sistent with the principles of this 
| protocol the adoption and applica- 
tion in their countries of a special 
system directed against any one 
| country, and putting this country in 
a worse position as regards its for- 
| eign trade than all other countries. 
| “The contracting parties,” runs 
'the draft, “solemnly undertake to 
refrain in future from the applica- 
}tion of any grounds whatsoever as 
|a means of their economic policy, 
|of special discriminatory customs 
| duties established for one country 
| only, general prohibitions of ex- 
ports and imports established for 
lone country only special conditions 
| for such imports and exports special 
|railway tariffs, charges on mer- 
jchant vessels, special conditions for 
admission to their territory of 
economic organizations; and, fin- 
ally, any kind of boycott «stab- 
lished in relation to the trade of 
any one country by legal or ad- 
ministrative measures.” | 
“All measures of discrimination | 
in force in the countries signing | 
the protocol are to be withdrawn 
from the movement of the protocol | 
coming into force in their rope 
tive countries.”

LOWER RATES 
LIKELY ROUTE 
TO CHURCHILL 


Report of Shipping Com- 
mittee on Insurance 
Rates Made Public 


OTTAWA, June 21—The report of 
the Imperial shipping committee in | 
which it found that the insurance | 
rates on‘hulls and machinery on 
ships trading into Churchill could 
not be reduced this year, but the 
minimum rate was extended to 
apply to ships leaving Churchill as 
late as Oct 7, instead of the previous 
limit of Sept. 30, was made public 
today by the department of marine. 

The report appeared to be optim- 
istic that lower rates might prevail 
in subsequent years if safety of the 
Hudson Bay route were demon-| 
strated,

Numerous letters were reported | 
received from former negro Ger-| 
mans in Togo, New Guinea and | 
Cameroon. A negro chieftain of! 
Duala, Cameroon, appealed in the| 
name of 175 tribe leaders to the 
society to make utmost efforts to! 
free them from “foreign rule,’’ Dr. 
Schnee declared. ]

|in the season is not only a weed 
| gone, but the possibility of many 
| weeds gone. 

In addition to all the methods of 

killing weeds, from simply pulling 
them out by the roots to poisoning 
them with concentrated prepara- 
| ons, there are two commonly re- 
commended ways of treating lawns 
to discourage the growth of weeds 
in the first place. 

One of these treatments is to use 
sulphate of ammonia dry on the 
weeds when the leaves are wet 
The accepted amount to use is 15 
pounds of sulphate of ammonia to 
each 1,000 square feet of lawn. Thé 
other treatment is to use copperas 
crystals, also called iron sulphate, 
at the rate of one and one-half to 
two pounds to one gallon of water 
to each 400 square feet of iawn.

LONDON, June 21-—Slowly and 
rather cumbrously, the world eco- 
nomic conference is driving for- 
ward through a labyrinth of plans 
while French delegates, alarmed at

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DEAD-LOCKED AT THE START 

The world economic conference went into dead- 
lock on the question of fixing a ratio between 
currencies. Both the United States and Great 
Britain were opposed to stabilization at the rate of 
$4.05 to the pound sterling. But for opposite 
reasons. 

President Roosevelt wants a cheap dollar. That 
is the basis of his domestic financial policy. 
Britain wants a cheap pound. That is necessary 
for the success of its foreign trade. 

The President may not particularly care what 
the pound is worth. But the more dollars he issues 
the more dollars it will be worth. Britain may 
not care much what the dollar is worth in the 
United States. But it cannot be cheapened there 
without raising the value of the pound, there and 
elsewhere. 

France and the “gold bloc’ countries rather 
hope the attempt to set a ratio between these two 
“paper” currencies will fail. The conference may 
in that event have to revert to gold to establish 
an exchange rate; and France has the gold. 

Nobody at present knows what any currency 
will be worth tomorrow in terms of any other 
money. Whatever the conference might do to 
tariffs, world trade could hardly prosper without 
an accé@pted rate of exchange. Yet, confronted with 
that fact, the conference came to a halt within a 
week of meeting. 

Those who supposed the depression had driven 
the governments of the nations into anything like 
unanimity as to the way out will find that inter- 
esting, if also discouraging. It is not plain as yet 
that the governments are even in a mood to com- 
promise where compromise is the obvious way to 
break a stalemate.

A NON-PRODUCTION BONUS 


United States millers are to pay a tax of thirty 
cents a bushel on wheat which they grind into 
flour for home consumption. They will of course 
pass the privilege of paying this tax along to the 
consumer. As a matter of business they will pass 
along something more than the amount of the tax. 
The thirty cents will be added to the cost of wheat 
te the millers. The consumer will be invited to 
pay them a profit on the money they pay to the 
Government, as on the money they pay to the 
farmer or the grain dealer. 

Taxation grows as it rolls along, like a snow- 
bali. The two-cents-a-pound tax on sugar in 
Canada raised the price to the consumer somewhat 
more than two cents a pound. 

The money thus collected through the millers 
from the flour consumers is to be paid to farmers 
as a bonus on wheat they do not grow. The Gov- 
ernment is to hire them to grow less. That is part 
of President Roosevelt's domestic policy. It aims 


to reduce the supply of wheat and thus force up the ! 


price, in the United States. 

The arrangement will be hailed with joy by the 
United States farmer. The less wheat he is allowed 
to grow, if he gets thirty cents a bushel for wheat 
he could grow but doesn't, the better for him. The 
miller will be out nofhing. If the consumer doesn't 


object there will be no kick coming from any 
quarter; least of ail from the Canadian wheat- 
grower 


The United States exports about two bushels of 
wheat out of each ten bushels grown there. If the 
curtailment program cuts down production by one- 
fifth that country will disappear from the world 
markets, unless through a crop shortage it is 
obliged later on to appear there as a buyer of 
wheat. 

From the stand-point of the Canadian grower, 
who must sel! abroad, this is all to the good. The 
more of his competitors who are hired to stay out 
of the export markets, at somebody else's expense, 
the better for him 


WORK, NOT “DOLES” 
Up to June 10th the city had paid out as “direct 
relief’ something more than $454,000, since the 


beginning of this year. The Provincial and Dom- 
ision Governments will of course return two- 
thirds of the money, which does not affect the 
fact that it must come out of the pockets of tax- 
payers, in Edmonton or elsewhere. It is therefore 
probably not far astray to estimate that for the 
whole of the current year the cost of giving “direct 
relief’ to Edmonton families afflicted by unem- 
ployment will run to the sum of $1,000,000 

That sum would pay interest and sinking fund 
charges on $10,000,000 of borrowed money. It 
would pay interest alone at 4 per cent on $25,000,000 
of borrowed money. Or if the Dominion Govern- 
ment would meet the emergent conditions by an 
issue of emergency currency, lending the money 
to the city and the province at cost, the direct 
relief money that is being paid out this year in 
Edmonton would pay 2 per cent on an issue of 
$50,000,000 of the new money. 

It would not require $50,000,000, nor $25,000,000 
to set all the unemployed family men in Edmonton 
at useful work et fair wages for the entire year 
Ten millions would more than do the trick. Five 
millions would probably be sufficient, for the ex-

penditure of that sum in the direct employment of 
labor now idle would put life into business of all 
kinds in the city and create work for store helpers 
and factory hands, and wage and salary men in all 
occupations. 

The only remedy for unemployment is employ- 
ment. The figures are all the proof needed that the 
“dole” is not a cheap way of dodging the issue. At 
best that is only an expedient, and a costly and 
ruinously inefficient one. Work at a living wage 
is the only solution of the problem. 

To provide work there must be money available, 
and in larger amounts then are needed for the pay- 
ment of direct relief. The Dominion will have to 
provide future relief money, however this is spent. 
There are only two ways to get it; by borrowing or 
by issuing. « 

The Government decided a year ago. rightly 
enough, that it could not go on borrowing to carry 
on relief works. The alternative is to issue new 
money, set the unemployed at work on self-liqui- 
dating projects or needed public improvements; and 
retire the bills over a period of years as conditions 
swing back to normal. 

Unless the economic conference can bring about 
a revolutionary change in world trade that should 
be done, and will in all likelihood have to be done, 
whatever the “classic economists” may think about 
it. The present absurdity cannot continue in- 
definitely.

The Passing Show

The Grande Prairie Municipal Hospital Board 
has attracted some outside attention by its an- 
nouncement that June 20 was to be “tonsil day”, 
with bargain rates for all who would have their 
tonsils removed. Fifteen dollars for ratepayers 
and $17 for non-ratepayers was the reduced fee on 
“tonsil day.” Reports are not yet available on busi- 
ness success of the venture. Nor is it yet known 
whether objections have been raised from religious 
organizations against this interference with Nature. 

Medical opinion is not agreed on the wisdom of 
extracting tonsils except in cases where they are 
diseased. Healthy tonsils are said to fulfil a useful 
function in dealing with bacteria that infest the 
mouth. 

However, the Grande Prairie Municipal Hospital 
Board has the credit for the first attempt to place 
medical service on the bargain counter. Why 
should we not have tonsil day, an appendix day, 
and gall stone day and two days a year for halitosis 
and B.O.—just as we have a day once a year for the 
Babbitts to remember their mothers on.

Sinanthropus, better known to science as the 
Peking man, was hauled from his rocky bed in the 
Geological strata for the scientists of the Pacific 
Science Congress last week. Sinanthropus is a 
good deal of a mystery still, though his caves have 
been excavated for a length of 500 feet and the 
marks of his ancient campfires traced. 

Lantern slides of his jaw and teeth were used 
to indicate how much more akin Sinanthropus is to 
man than to the chimpanzee. His teeth and jaw 
declare him to be a human. As no trace of a torisil 
was found in the skull of Sinanthropus it is poss- 
ible they had tonsil days in the dawn of mankind 
when Sinanthropus and the Piltdown man met to 
discuss their wives—or more likely to fight over 
them.

Many interesting things were divulged by the 
scientists in addition to those previously referred 
to in this column. Dr. Sverdrup of Bergen told of 
the “river in the sea” that runs across the Pacific 
Ocean near the equator. The waters of the North 
Pacific and of the South Pacific have each a cléck- 
wise motion, but both motions are separated by the 
“river”, which on its north side can sometimes be 
seen as a line across the ocean from horizon to 
horizon, as well as noted by its speed, salinity and 
temperature. 

Some of the Japanese scientists told of the good 
effect of eating sea-weed, which is grown arti- 
ficially in Japan and used commercially in the 
manufacture of glue, cloth sizing, paper and leather 
preparation and as a substitute for laundry starch. 
From Dr. Okamura’s account, seaweed has spinach 
beaten on every point as a means of punishing 
children for their own good.

Much of it was of interest to farmers. While 
scientists sometimes discuss birth control for the 
human species, these scientists discussed how to 
overcome sterility in farm animals. Dr. Savage of 
the Manitoba Agriculture College estimates the 
annual loss to farmers in Canada each year from 
sterility in farm animals, at not less than $20,000,- 
000—or twice the federal appropriations for scien- 
tific research and agriculture. 

Locust plagues which menaced the early settlers 
in the American west and which must always be 
regarded as a contingent menace were discussed 
by Dr. Uvarov of London. His institute, the Imper- 
ial Instttute of Entomology is at work combating 
locust outbreaks in Asia and Africa. He said that 
the future holds a definite promise of an increase 
of the plague, due to the clearing of forests, unless 
the governments cooperate to stamp out the sources 
of infestation. 


The menace to water supply through easy run- 
off as a result of forest destruction and soil erosion 
was discussed, and methods of attacking pleuro 
pneumonia in cattle (which fortunately has not 
attacked cattle in Canada). 


Most cheerful of all news, though it came as an 
interpolation in an address on the fish and rubber 
of Malay, was the information from W. Birtwhistle, 
head of the Straits Settlements Fisheries Depart- 
ment, that there is no income tax in Singapore or 
elsewhere in the Straits Settlements. Taxes on 
liquor and tobacco, export duties and a govern- 
ment opium monopoly provide so much money 
that income taxes are not needed. Happy Singa- 
poreans! Thrice happy if they have incomes that 
would make a Morgan organize a subsidiary.

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Health and Diet Advice 
By Dr. Frank McCoy... 
CORRECTING SECONDARY ANEMIA 

In yesterday's article I mentioned some of the 
causes of secondary anemia. It may also be inter. 
esting for you to know some of the common symp- 
toms that may develop when secondary anemia is 
present. There may be a tired, listless feeling; 
faintness; irregular heartbeat; poor appetite; abnor. 
mal food craving as for coffee grounds, chalk, lead 
pencils, etc; sometimes swelling in the ankles; 
dizziness, headache; mental irritability; ringing 
noises in the ears; a trembling sensation; inability 
to concentrate long on one subject; shortness of 
breath; feeling of chilliness and claminess; pale 
tints to the skin and lack of color of the nails; low 
blood pressure and digestive upsets. 

In treating secondary anemia it is important to 
correct the primary cause or disorder. If pus 
pockets are present, they should be drained when- 
ever possible and local treatments inaugurated. If 
a systemic disease is present, that should, of course, 
be corrected . 

When the primary cause has been cured, the 
number of red blood cells and the amount of red 
coloring matter they contain are automatically in- 
creased. This is brought on because in health the 
blood making machinery is not required to work at 
tull speed to keep the red cells up to normal. There 
exists a reserve capacity which is not called upon, 
much, the same as an automobile factory which 
does not use all of its men or its machinery to sup- 
ply the current market. Once the poisons that 
have been destroying the biood cells are eliminated, 
the body is able to speed up production so that the 
blood soon comes back to a normal basis.: This re- 
markable power of the body to make new blood 
cells is the reason that blood donors, who sell or 
give away a quart of blood, are able to make good 
the loss within a short time. 

In addition to correcting the primary disorder, 
I have fount it advisable in cases of secondary 
anemia to eliminate the systemic toxemia as quick- 
ly as possible, This is most readily accomplished 
by means of a short acid fruit fast. During this 
fasting regimen the blood improves in quality and 
the almost unbelieveable fact is that the number 
of red blood cells is increased at a rapid rate. This 
can be readily proven by examining the blood 
through a microscope, and I have yet to see a case 
which does not quickly respond. This treatment 
alzo assists in absorbing and eliminating the pus 
which was not removed by the local treatments, 
and the number of white blood cells, therefore, be- 
comes more nearly normal. During a fasting 
regimen it is very important to include the other 
hygienic measures such as enemas, sponge baths, 
éetc., that are a part of any correct fasting treatment. 

After this the patient should follow a good diet 
including easily digested protein foods and a large 
amount of the cooked and raw non-starchy vege- 
tables since the latter furnish the iron that the 
body is now in a condition to use. The best 
vegetables are spinach, celery, asparagus and car- 
rots, The unsulphured, dried fruits are also good 
for anemic patients. The yolk of egg makes a valu- 
able adition to the diet but must not be used to ex- 
cess. 

Deep breathing exercises should be started im- 
mediately at the beginning of the treatment, and 
they should be taken several times each day, as 
the patient needs all of the oxygen he can abosrb. 
Sun baths are also beneficial if the patient avoids 
sunburnings as the ultra-violet rays in the sunlight 
are very valuable in bringing up the tone and 
alkalinity of the blood. Exercise, sufficient sleep 
and other healthful practices for building the vital- 
ity should also be encouraged.

The course outlined. for public 
schools takes as its objectives: To 
contribute to the general nutrition 
of the body: to remedy or adjust 
physical defects, particularly de- 
fects in posture; to promote the 
development of the muscular and 
nervous systems in order to attain 
a high degree of physical fitness; 
to develop proper ideals and atti- 
tudes towards physical activity. 
Character training is also stressed. 


The high school course is expect- | 


ed to contain: Games and athletic 
contests for all; swimming for all; 
setting-up exercises; exercises aim- 
ing to correct bad habits in walk- 
ing and sitting; a limited amount 
of first aid, hygiene and _physi- 
ology. Dances are included in the 
girls’ course. 


NEW BUILDINGS 

A special physical training card, 
on which to keep track of each 
pupil's development is advocated, 


with regular physical examination | 


for each individual. 

In order to provide ample gymna- 
sium accommodation, the commit- 
tee suggests that special gymnas- 
iums be built but, owing to the cost 
of these, which would be between 
$6,000 and $10,000, no action be tak- 
en until the superintendent reports 
as to what schools need. this accom- 
modation most.

“So far as Canada’s silver pro-
